A “lonely and difficult old 
man” was kicked and 

stamped to death in a frenzied 
attack by a Russian prostitute 
in cowboy boots a court has 
heard. 

Natalia Woolley, 38, of 
Baron’s Court Road, West 
Kensington, ap¬ 

peared at Guild¬ 
ford Crown 
Court on Tues¬ 
day for the 
murder of 69- 
year-old 
Winston Fer¬ 
nandez, 
whose de-

found at his home in Long- 
down Lane North, Ewell, on 
February 13. 

The court heard Mr Fernan¬ 
dez, a retired accountant who 
was estranged from his 
sons and whose wife 
died in 2000, suffered 
fractures to 17 of his 
ribs during the at¬ 
tack on the night of 
January 16 and 
died from internal 
injuries. 

But despite the 
severity of his in¬ 
juries and the fact that 
she cut the phone lines 
after the attack, pre¬ 
venting the dying 
man from dialing 
999, Ms Woolley, 
denies intending 
to kill him. 


The attractive prostitute, 
who described herself on es¬ 
cort websites as “alluring to 
all men and incredibly sexy”, 
had sex with Mr Fernandez on 
four previous occasions at his 
house, but said that on this oc¬ 
casion she lashed out in self- 
defence as he was drunk, 
aggressive and had “treated 
her like s***”. 

But William Saunders, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the jury: “The de¬ 
fendant was the last person to 
see him alive. She killed him. 
She intended to kill him or in¬ 
tended to cause him really se¬ 
rious harm. 

“He was beaten to death. By 
beaten, I mean punched and 
kicked. 

“There were severe injuries 
to the victim’s chest, neck and 
abdomen, and 17 fractured 
ribs.”

Pensioner dies three days 
after 'freak’ car accident

“Two bones in his larynx 
were fractured, and there was 
extensive bruising to his head, 
face, trunk, legs and back. 

“The injuries will have left 
him almost unable to move 
and with great difficulty in 
breathing.” 

The jury heard that Mr Fer¬ 
nandez was an alcoholic 
with obsessive compulsive dis¬ 
order and a number of health 
problems. 

Mr Saunders said: “He made 
himself unlikeable and made a 
nuisance of himself by repeat¬ 
edly phoning the police. He 
could be abusive even to those 
who tried to help him.” 

Mr Fernandez had been 
using the services of various 
escort agencies and was visited 
by another escort named 
Emma Jane Johnson in the 
early hours on the day that he 
was attacked. 

The court heard that Ms 
Woolley arrived at 7.30pm that 
evening and the pair got into a 
fight after Mr Fernandez 
locked the front door and 
asked Ms Woolley for oral sex, 
which she did not want to per¬ 
form as she found him to be 
“dirty and aggressive”. 


Mr Saunders said: “When in¬ 
terviewed, the defendant ad¬ 
mitted an altercation, during 
which he had fallen on the 
floor and that she had kicked 
him and then fallen on him. 

“In reality, she kicked and 
stamped on him using severe 
force. 

“She had killed him in a bru¬ 
tal way, in a frenzied attack.” 

The blonde escort, who was 
dressed in a cream coat and 
wore pink-rimmed glasses in 
court, followed the case 
through a Russian interpreter 
seated in a box in the corner of 
the court. 

Mr Saunders said: “Before 
she left, she cut the telephone 
lines. She was to say in her in¬ 
terview that she did this to stop 
the victim from calling her. 
The logic of this is difficult to 
see.” 

The jury was told that Ms 
Woolley arrived home at 4am 
after calling for a taxi at the BP 
garage in London Road, Ewell. 

In the days and weeks that 
followed, Ms Woolley made an¬ 
other two visits to Longdown 
Lane North - one to “check if 
the lights were on” in Mr Fer¬ 
nandez’s house, the court 
heard. 

The trial continues. 


A 77-year-old woman has died 
after being hit by a car in a 
“freak accident” at the Ashley 
Centre car park. 

The victim and another 
woman, Catherine Herbert, 27, 
were struck, in different loca¬ 
tions in the car park, by a sil¬ 
ver Nissan Micra being driven 
by a woman in her 80s. 

The horrific incident took 
place at 10am last Monday, 
September 24, on floor 3B of 
the car park. 

The older woman was taken 
to St George’s Hospital, in 
Tooting, with serious head in¬ 
juries and died there on Thurs¬ 
day, September 27. 

She has not yet been named, 
but a file is being prepared for 
the coroner and a postmortem 
examination is due to be held. 

Ms Herbert was also taken to 
St George’s Hospital with leg 
and pelvis injuries, but was 
discharged later the same day. 

The first-aider, from Epsom, 
paid tribute to the woman who 
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died and to the “whole host 
of wonderful people” who 
supported her after she was 
injured. 

She said: “The lady and I 
were in different locations. 
People rushed to her and as I 
called out for help lots of peo¬ 
ple came to me too. 

“A number of people stayed 
with me the whole time and 
supported me. The air ambu¬ 
lance was fantastic, as were the 
police and the hospital. 

“I want to say thank you to 
all those people. Every time 
one person let go of my hand 
there was another to hold on 
to. Those people should know 
how important they were in 
the process.” 

Ms Herbert was on her way 
into the Ashley Centre, the day 
before she was due to go on 
holiday, when the “completely 
freak accident” occurred.

She said: “The lady was 
walking ahead of me with her 
friend. I saw her knocked down 
and then the car span out of 
control a second time and 
knocked into me. 

“Thank God I’m alive. I had 
my legs crushed between two 
cars. Everyone was amazed I 
came out of it with no injuries. 
I’m battered, bruised and hob¬ 
bling around, but the Jeep be¬ 
hind me was unscathed. 

“You see this sort of thing 


happen on TV, it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen in real life. 

“The car went from station¬ 
ary to going all over the place. 
It was horrific.” 

The driver of the vehicle was 
not injured, but was taken to 
Epsom Hospital as a precau¬ 
tion. She remains there for 
observation. 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
Ewell Council, which owns the 
car park, said: “The council 
wishes to express its deepest 
sympathy with family of the 
deceased. 

“A police investigation is on¬ 
going and it would be inappro¬ 
priate to comment further.” 

David Beddows, general 
manager of the adjacent Ash¬ 
ley Centre, said: “Our deepest 
condolences go out to the fami¬ 
ly and friends of the deceased.”

“Officers and ambulance 
crew attended the scene at 
9.10am, but the man was de¬ 
clared dead on their arrival. 

“The death is being treated 
as non-suspicious.”

Mystery home fire destroys 
everything family owned 


A devastated family said they 
had “lost everything” after a 
fire engulfed two homes in a 
quiet cul-de-sac on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

There is suspicion that the 
fire that engulfed flats 17 and 
18 Moat Court, in Ashtead, 
might have been started de¬ 
liberately, although this has 
not been confirmed by Sur¬ 
rey Police who simply said its 
officers will continue “to 
work closely with fire crews 
to establish the cause of the 
fire”. 

The blaze is believed to be 
linked to two aerosol cans in 
the downstairs flat, No 17, 
which exploded. 

The fire then spread into the 
upstairs flat and neighbours 
saw plumes of “dense black 
smoke” billowing from the 
maisonettes at about 2.45pm. 
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Both buildings were empty 
at the time save for a dog and a 
hamster. The dog escaped and 
the hamster was rescued by 
the fire brigade. 

A spokesman for Surrey 
Fire and Rescue Service con¬ 
firmed two fire engines at¬ 
tended from Epsom, one from 
Leatherhead, and one from 
Dorking, along with a com¬ 
mand unit from Painshill, 
with the last fire appliance 
leaving the scene shortly after 
11.15pm. 

Gordon Beer, who lives in 
Moat Court, phoned the fire 
brigade after hearing a win¬ 
dow smashing, a “very loud” 
bang and then seeing smoke - 
prompting him to think a gas 
explosion had taken place. 


He said: “We rushed out to 
see dense black smoke coming 
out of the ground floor flat. 

“The bang was so loud peo¬ 
ple in the recreation ground 
who were playing tennis near¬ 
by heard it. I called the fire 
brigade and told them I 
thought it was a gas explosion. 

“Luckily no one was in the 
flats. I knocked of the door of 
the ground floor flat to get 
anyone out. 

“I looked in the window and 
saw flames just by the win¬ 
dowsill. I stepped back and 
then there was a whoosh of 
flames that went up the build¬ 
ing and spread to the flat 
above. I felt lucky myself. 

“There was a little dog in the 
ground floor flat which luckily 
went into the garden and a 
hamster in a cage upstairs who 
was slightly singed but OK.” 


Mr Beer said a fire officer 
told him it was not a gas 
explosion. 

He said: “He said there were 
two aerosols beside the bed in 
the downstairs flat that 
caused the bang. I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it was so loud. 

“I don’t know what actually 
started the fire. The down¬ 
stairs flat doesn’t have gas - 
it’s all electric. 

“But the window smashed 
before the bang - there was a 
two-minute gap. I thought it 
was quite odd.” 

Mr Beer said he believes a 
Brazilian couple with chil¬ 
dren live in the downstairs 
flat. 

He said: “They were all out 
at work or school and came 
back at 5pm. They were devas¬ 
tated. They said ‘We’ve lost 
everything’.” 


Cars crash at crossroads 


Two cars crashed at a cross¬ 
roads leaving one of the 
drivers in hospital with seri¬ 
ous injuries. 

The smash happened in 
Dorking Road, Tadworth, at 
the crossroads with New 
Road and Mill Road, at 
4.20pm on October 2, and in¬ 
volved a blue Citroen Saxo 
and a black Volkswagen Golf. 


The driver of the Saxo was 
taken by ambulance to St 
George’s Hospital, Tooting, 
with serious injuries. The 
driver of the Golf did not re¬ 
quire hospital treatment. 

The road was closed for 
three-and-a-half hours.

Two men raid jewellers, threatening staff with sledgehammers 


Robbers who threatened staff at a 
jewellers with sledgehammers be¬ 
fore stealing jewellery and cash are 
being hunted by police. 

The raid took place at 1pm on Sat¬ 
urday, September 29, when two 
men entered Christian Jewellers in 
the High Street, in Bookham, 
threatened staff, and made off with 
money and jewellery. 

The robbers escaped down the 


alley adjacent to the shop, which 
leads to a car park where a car, be¬ 
lieved to be a black Audi driven by 
another man, was waiting for them. 

Both were black, in their early 
20s, about 6ft, wearing dark cloth¬ 
ing and balaclavas and with south 
London accents. 

Ambulance crews attended the 
scene as a precaution, but no in¬ 
juries were reported by staff. 


Detective Constable Matthew 
Jones, of Epsom CID, said: “I would 
appeal to anyone who witnessed the 
offenders or the getaway car in the 
area around the time of the inci¬ 
dent to contact officers with infor¬ 
mation. I would also ask that 
anyone who has been offered jew¬ 
ellery they believe may be stolen to 
contact Surrey Police as we need to 
find those responsible and bring 


them to justice.” 

Officers from the Mole Valley 
safer neighbourhood team will be 
carrying out reassurance visits and 
house-to-house enquiries over the 
coming days and anyone with con¬ 
cerns is asked to approach officers 
to address these.

Bug spraying at cinema

In this week’s Blast from the Past, 
Bourne Hall curator, Jeremy Harte, 
reveals why this item, designed to zap 
insects, ended up being sprayed on 
Epsom’s cinema-goers. 

He says: “Householders in the early 
20th century were faced by wave on 
wave of insect pests. 

“Cockroaches, ‘black beetles’ to the 
Victorians, scuttled under the 
kitchen range, and as late as the 
1930s, a third of London houses had 
bedbugs. 

“No wonder there was a ready mar¬ 
ket for insecticides. 

“Keating’s powder, an extract of 
pyrethrum, was carried in the lug¬ 
gage of Victorian travellers for use 
on strange beds, but by the 1920s a 
stronger resource was available in 
the form of Flit. 

“This mixture, containing 5 per 
cent DDT, was developed for Ameri¬ 
can farmers, but marketed for home 
use from 1928. 

“You needed some way of blowing it 
on the insects, which is where the 


Flit gun came in. 

“It was an adaptation of the tradi¬ 
tional garden spray. This example was 
made by Philip Waldron of Tysely, in 


Birmingham, under the rather un¬ 
imaginative trade name of Dron-Wal. 

“Pumping the handle blew out a 
spray of insecticide dust. Cinemas 
were notorious for pest infection, and 
the old Electric Pavilion, on the Hook 
Road corner, was known to regulars 
as the Bug Hutch. 

“In the interval, usherettes would 
walk up the aisles with their Flit 
guns, releasing vigorous clouds of 
toxic powder over the customers.” 

Well done to Miranda Cookson, Sue 
Foster, John Channer, Carol Kerry, 
Ben Gotsell, and Jane Rogers who all 
correctly guessed what the Flit gun 
was used for. 



Getting to 
bottom of it 

A task group is being set up to 
reduce congestion and the 
damage caused by companies 
digging up Surrey’s roads - 
something opposition council¬ 
lors believe should have hap¬ 
pened long ago.

After much investigation it 
became clear that Sparrow 
Farm Road, located opposite 
the entrance to Nonsuch 
Park, fitted the painting’s 


criteria perfectly. 

Mr Johnson decided to 
create a postcard of the 
painting, with the idea of do¬ 
nating all the profits to St 
Raphael’s Hospice in North 
Cheam. 

The owner of the kiosk at 
Worcester Park station 
has kindly allowed 
Mr Johnson to sell

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An Asperger’s sufferer has fol¬ 
lowed his dream of becoming a 
shark jewellery designer after 
beating cancer and finally having 
autism diagnosed. 

Darran Knight, who worked as a 
bus driver in Epsom for eight 
years before quitting to design 
shark jewellery and models, was 
diagnosed with thyroid cancer last 
year. 

The 45-year-old got the all-clear 
from cancer three months ago. His 
Asperger’s - a condition that 
means individuals find social in¬ 
teraction very difficult - was also 
diagnosed and both events 
spurred him to action. 

Mr Knight has been obsessed 
with sharks since watching the 
film Jaws at the age of eight. 

He said: “When I was younger, I 
would hide myself away. You feel 
you have no one to turn to, but you 
get used to it and work with it. It’s 
up to you whether you let it take 
over. 

“Now, at 45, being diagnosed was 
a freedom. Older people have a 
hard time getting diagnosed, but 
then suddenly things changed. 

“With Asperger’s you end up fo¬ 
cusing on one thing. Mine has al¬ 
ways been sharks.” 

Mr Knight, from Sutton, designs 
rings, pendants, and earrings and 
is planning to start an online shop 
- after undertaking an adventure 
with great white sharks this sum¬ 
mer in Mossel Bay, South Africa, 
that inspired his designs. 

He said: “It’s no good being a 3D 
shark drawer without having seen 
sharks. 

“I’d never been out to see them 
before and then I had ones which 
were 4.5m long coming right up to 


me. They are really out of this 
world, gorgeous and inspiring. 

“There is a complete difference 
between what’s in people’s minds 
about sharks and what you feel 
when you see them.” 

Mr Knight said he also attended 
Jawsfest - a convention that cele¬ 
brated the famous film and publi¬ 
cised issues around conserving 
great white sharks. 

He said: “I bumped into Wendy 
Benchley, whose husband Peter 
wrote the book Jaws is based on, 
and gave her a pair of my earrings 
that she really liked.” 


The designer has now set to 
work on his first commission from 
Monique Fallows, wife of Chris 
Fallows, who Mr Knight has been 
pen pals with for the past 13 years. 

Both are renowned shark ex¬ 
perts who have appeared on the 
Discovery Channel. 

He said: “Great white sharks get 
a bad name because of how 
they’re portrayed and I’ve always 
felt there was a different side to 
them. They have been an eye- 
opener.”

The school, in College Road, 
Epsom, hosted the event that 
saw the new Justice Secretary, 
Chris Grayling MP, and Epsom 
and Ewell councillors - Liberal 
Democrat Anna Jones, 


Labour’s Dan Stevens and resi¬ 
dents’ association councillor 
Neil Dallen - grilled by more 
than 100 students, teachers and 
parents. 

The questions fired at the 
panel covered extradition, 
which candidate they would 
back in the US presidential 
election in November, lowering 
the voting age, arming the po¬ 
lice and longer fixed-terms be¬ 
tween general elections. 


The panel rejected legalising 
cannabis and a lively discus¬ 
sion took place on the Chancel¬ 
lor George Osborne’s plan A 
for the economy compared with 
Ed Balls’ plan B. A question on 
whether political correctness 
had gone far enough produced 
a heated response from Coun 
Jones, who highlighted the in¬ 
equalities women still face. 

Mr Grayling urged women in 
the audience to consider be¬ 
coming lawyers and politicians 
to redress under-representa¬ 
tion in those professions. 

The session ended with a ring¬ 
ing endorsement of the monar¬ 
chy from the panel. 

Other schools attending were 
Sutton High, Rosebery, Non¬ 
such, St John’s and Caterham. 

Former College master Toby 
Cooper, who is now head of pol¬ 
itics at Caterham School, said: 
“This was a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity for all pupils to experience 
a political forum and a privi¬ 
lege to be able to question a 
Government minister first¬ 
hand. 

“It was also useful for our stu¬ 
dents to meet others studying 
politics.”

talking with Maj Broad dur¬ 
ing the visit to open a new 
£16.9m Jubilee Rehabilita¬ 
tion Complex and heard 
about the vegetable garden 
and greenhouse where he 
works and the birdcages that 
he builds. 

Maj Broad told the Epsom 
Guardian afterwards: “The 
staff genuinely care - they 
hit the nail on the head all 
the time. 

“The facilities at Headley 


Court are second-to-none - 
you can’t help but make 
amazing progress. 

“At first you are in denial of 
your injury - I didn’t think I 
was as badly injured as I was. 
That brings you down and 
you fall into a hole and these 
brilliant people help you out 
of it. 

“Then something clicks 
and you start to take up the 
massive advantages here 
which help you to become the 


person you are. 

Maj Broad, originally from 
Manchester, joined the army 
when he was just 16. 

He said: “I always wanted to 
join, so I did - with my mum 
in tears and my dad pushing 
me onto the train. This new 
facility will give staff more 
space to do the work they do 
to look after the patients.”

What makes Ewell particu¬ 
larly special for Jenny and her 
Danish husband Bent, is its 
“community feel” and fascinat¬ 
ing history.

Library views 

I must reply to the comments 
made by Mr Sykes in the 
Guardian of September 20. 

The Tattenhams Residents’ 
Association has opposed the 
principle of removing staff 
and replacing them with vol¬ 
unteers at our local libraries. 

The financial savings will be 
minimal, which has now been 
confirmed by the councillor 
responsible for the scheme. 

Far from being invisible, we 
have held four meetings 
which have discussed the fu¬ 
ture of the library, as have 
our quarterly newsletters. 

Our local councillor was one 
of only two backbenchers 
who spoke at the meeting 
which finally pushed the poli¬ 
cy through. 

However, we have to be 
pragmatic and recognise that 
the ruling group of council¬ 
lors are absolutely committed 
to volunteer-run libraries - 
despite opposition from other 
councillors, scrutiny call-ins, 
and high court actions.

Mediation can help you avoid 
further fights and bickering as well as 
save you money, but don't be rushed 
into accepting any outcome.

The staff were welcoming and 
ready to offer advice. The menu 
is extremely extensive with a 
number of house specialities but 
if you can’t find a particular 


favourite of yours on the menu, 
then they are happy to prepare 
it for you. 

For starters I ordered my own 
favourites - crispy poppadoms 
with onions and mint sauce, 
onion bhajis (four crisp balls per 
portion) lamb samosas (three 
per portions full of meat and full 
of taste, lightly spiced so the 
taste was overpowering).
